On 4/16/69, former SA DARYL HARRELL (Protect), 
Administrative Assistant to Dr. ROBERT CHISOLM, Superintendent 
Albuquerque Public Schools, furnished the writer the first 
two issues of a publication entitled "Joint Effort." 


Mr. HARRELL stated that a few monjifs ago, JEFF 
.5 1313 Bryn Mawr, N. E., and 1900 

Washington, N. E., both llth grade students at Highland High 
School, had contacted him and requested permission to dis- 
tribute on Highland High School grounds a newspaper to be 
called Joint Effort which they intended to publish. SHERMAN 
and WRIGHT advised Mr. HARRELL that they were not satisfied 
with the regular High School paper and denied that this 
paper was in any way connected with SDS. They stated, however, 
that DAVID LEVINE, who resides at 2104 C Lead, S. E., would 
assist them in the actual printing of the paper but that 
LEVINE would have nothing to do with the content of the 
paper. Mr. HARRELL advised that the Albuquerque Public 
School rules regarding publications distributed at High 
Schools throughout the citygive the principal virtually 
complete power of what can and cannot be distributed on 
campus. He stated that he suggested that prior to attempting 
to distribute their proposed paper on campus that SHERMAN 
and WRIGHT furnish him copies of these papers as they are 
issued so that he would be able to review them prior to 
rendering a decision in this matter. 


A review of these publications indicates that the

The second issue carries an advertisement solicit- 
ing membership in the ACLU. The second issue also includes 
a brief article regarding active students for democracy (ASD) 
and lists the folowing to be contacted for additional 
information:

Previous investigation has disclosed that these 
individuals are JOHN PAUL and DAVID FADELY. 


The second issue also carries an article regarding 
Los Caballeros in which ANDRES SANCHEZ is identified as 
President and DONALD PLAKIO as Vice President. 


The second issue also states that the address of 
Joint Effort had been changed to 1313 Bryn Mawr, N. E., 
which as indicated above is SHERMAN's address. 


It is recommended that a 100-dead file be opened 
on Joint Effort in the event subsequént issues of thié 
publication appear and that JEFF RMAN and CAROL WRIGHT 
be indexed to this file. —_— ae ag

The teachers I know best are 
college proffessors, Outside the 
classroom and taken as a group, 
their most striking characteris- 
is timidity. Just look at their 
working conditions, At a time 
when even migrant workers have 
begun to fight and win, college 
professors are still afraid to 
make more than a tokten effort to 
improve their pitiful economic 
status, In California State 
colleges the faculties are screwed 
regularly and vigorously by the 
Governor and Legislature and yet 
they still won't offer any solid 
resistance, They lie flat on their 
stomachs, mumbling catch phrases 
like "professional dignity" and 
“meaningful dialogue." 

Now, of course, there's the 
Vietnamese war,. It gets some opp- 
osition from a few teachers, Some 
support it. But a vast number of 
professors, who know perfectly well 
what's happening, are copping out 
again, And in the high schools,

Recently in Albuquerque a 
group of Indio-Hispano youths have 
been organizing under the name of 
"Los Caballeros". They are attempt-— 
ing to unite together unhappy and 
dissatisfied teenagers (some mem- 
bers are as young as 10) with sev- 
eral aims in mind. They are highly 
sympathetic with the position of 
the Aleanza and have initiated 
programs to help underprivledged: 
"brothers" in the area. “ . 


Los Caballeros is led by 
Andres Sanchez, President and 
Donald Plakio, Vice-President. 
Several weeks ago, on January 6, 
several Caballeros passed out a 
leaflet (see below) stating 
their purpose and Principles at 
Valley High School... For this 
they were stopped by both school 
officials and city Police, and 
were subsequently suspended 
from school. Also, according 
to Andres, the police have : 
charged members with "loitering" 
and "spreading propaganda". 
They were also criticized for 
wearing headbands, which sym- 
bolizes their Indian and’ Span-"’ 
ish mixture, and were accused 
of "creating a public nuisance", 


At Christmas, they collected 
around $300, which was used to 
distrubute food and Presents to 
families: in Barelas, ‘ 


Although this group utilizes 
it's time and resources ina 
basically humanitarian manner, — 
some of their objectives appear 
to be unrealistic. They feel 
that they have been discriminated 
against (which cannot be denied 
by anyone) but to require that 
all teachers speak both Spanish 
and English and to demand the 
-immediate enforcement of the 
terms of the Guadalupe-Hil- 
dago Treaty is unreasonable in
